Murdered and Placed There to Oon- 
caal the Grime— Some Oa- 
▼•lopmrata. 



Simon Travis, colored, 8ue<l about twen- 
ty-fonr years, was found dead eariy Sun- 
day morning on the track of the C. and 
0. Riilroad, near the Standard Oil Com- 
pany's property in the West End. 

Both feet and one band were badly 
mangled, his sknil waa fraotartd and his 

throat was cut A tfAin bad pMCad over 
the body. 

Nicht Watchman Driseoll sammoned 

Dr. Owens, the railroad cotiipany's sur 
geon, and the two repaired to the scene. 
Travla' ahoes were ftonnd aide by aide a 

slmrt distance away from the body. This 
tir^t aroused Dr. Owens' suspicions. 

If Travis had bean run over and killed 
by the train, it was rather sinKiilar tliat his 
shoes should he found off tiis feet, side 
by side. Investigation showed they were 
cut up considerably, but the cutting look- 
ed like it had been done with a knife, and 
not l)y the car wheels. 

Another suspicions circnmbtmce was 
that although "rraviB' skull was fractured 
and his head hriii-Hd up, yet liif< hat was 
found at the side of the track w ithout a 
scratch or a mark on It. Then the man- 
uled feet and liand looked as though the 
body bad been btretched square across 
the track when the train struck it. 

Dr. Onensand Mr. Driseoll cniifinned 
their investigation. A closer examination 
of the body brought to light the fact that 
the throat hitd been cut. The trachea 
was not touched but the jugular vein had 
been severed. There were two incised 
wounds on top of the bead also. There 
was but little blood on the track. 

It was evident that Travis had been 
killed and that bis murderers had then 
made a bungling attempt to conceal the 
crime by placint; the dead body on the 
track, where they hoped pasaing traiox 
would, perhaps, mangle it beyond all rec- 
ognition. 

Sheriff Alexander and Coroner Cocker- 
ill war* noUfled, and an Inveatigation was 
set on foot to dlaeorar tba goUty party or 

parties. 

Traces of blood were discovered leading 
down the railroad. These were followed 
for a distance of a quarter of a mile down 

to the former location of the "Limestone" 
distillery. Blood-bespattered pebbles 
end rock were picked up all along this 
route. Blood was also discovered about 
Pogue's distillery, and a wheelbarrow 
is misaing at thia place. There were 
marks of a wheelhurrow truck leading up 
to the railroad near where the body was 
discovered. On the Qermantown pike 
above where the body was found is n sin ill 
pool. Clots of blood were found in this 
water, indicating that the murderer or 
murderers had gone there and washed. 

Soon after the investigation was started 
it was learned that Travis was one of a 
party who had attended a dance Saturday 
night at Jim Davis' in the upper end of 
Charleston Bottom. This party was 
compoaed of Uiram Stewart, Tobe Single- 
ton,!. Frank, Hiram Ballard, Oacar Flem- 
ing, Charley Mills, John Fielda, Qraii 
Fields, Lottie Riley, Eva Turner, Caro- 
lina Payne and Roaa Winfred. Sheriff 

Alexander luid the Deputy Marshals went 
to work and soon had all the men who 
ware in tlia party under arrest. They 
were taken before Judge Phister, who 
committed them to jail to await examin* 
ation. The trial was eat for tbla aftar* 
noon at 2 o'clock. 

Developments so far point to Stewart, 
Singleton and Frank as the guilty parties. 
One of the atoriea told is that Frank took 
the four women to the dance. One of 

them is his niece. Travis wanted to "'see 
her home" after the dance, but Frank 
objected. Thia waa the commencement 

of the qiliirrel. The two got into a 
BCUlUe near the old location of the "Lime- 
akma" diatlllary, and ware down on the 

ground li^ihting. 

This is admitted by several of the party, 
bnt atrange to aay none of them 
seem to know how the fight termina- 
ted. Oscar Fleming says the party came 
on and left Frank and Travis scuflling, 
and that three pistol shots were heard 
shortly afterwards. When arreated by 
Mr. Stockdale, Frank was washing and 
changing his clothea. His cast-off clothes 
are bloody and ba baa a knif* wound on 
one side of his nose. 

Uiram Stewart tells a rather thin story 
about tba afUr. Haaaya bo took the girls 
to their boneonthoWashington pike, this 
city, and then at a late hour in the night 
—about 2 o'clock— started back dowu the 
road to look for a hat which Travis had 
loHt and whicli belonged to one of the 
girls. He met Frank at Short street and 
took him along. At Mr. A. J. McDougle's 
place in the West End, Frank left him. 
He continue I on down to Davii' w ithout 
finding the hat. On bis way back, hav- 
ing procnrad a torch, he waa more auc-
